BOY MANGLED 
BY TORPEDOES 


Macon Lad Plays With Rail- 
road Torpedo to His 
Woe. 


By E. C. Jruffey. 

Constitution Bureau, Macon, Ga., De- 
tember 25.—(Special.)—John Vann—he is a 
boy 10 years old—a big torpedo, one of the 
size railroad men use in a case of emer- 
gency and an ordinary hammer were the 
figures in a sensational event of the day. 
The boy’s home is on Fourth street, near 
the city limits. 

The lads in that section had completed 
their Christmas frolic and were on the 
eve of separation and on the inception of 
dreams of the frolic, hence when one of 
the party pulled from his pocket a big 
torpedo, saying, “Jim, if you'll get a 
hammer, lay that on the sidewalk, and 
give it a whack, you'll wake up the 
town.” “Any danger in it?’ asked young 
Vann. “None, if you are the least care- 
ful, but don’t tell any one I gave it to 
you. You see, I sneaked it from the old 
man’s chest.”’ 

Young Vann laid the torpedo on the 
curbstcne. Then he raised high in the 


air the hammer he had brought from the 


house. The hammer came down. There 
was a deafening noise. Young Vann 
staggered to one side and dropped limp 
upon the sidewalk. The explosion aroused 
the neighborhood. 

A half dozen people rushed from their 
homes to see the cause of the report. A 
groan and a moan—they were loud enough 
to be heard a block away—led to the place 
where the lad was drawn into a knot 
from the pain. Blood was flowing freeiy 
from an ugly wound in the boy’s stom- 
ach. He was carried into his home 
and a physician was called. The flow of 
blood was astonishing in quantity. The 
physician responding directed the call of 
the ambulance. The boy was removed to 
the city hospital. 7 

There Dr. Elder, the surgeon in charge, 
and Dr. Williams, who had been called 
in;-*made an examination of the injuries. 
Great laceration was found in the ab- 
domen. It was apparent that a great 
chunk of the torpedo had entered the 
abdomen and an incision was deemed 
mecessary. A three-inch cut was made 
and deep in the abdominal cavity was 
found a large part of the steel. The in- 
testines were badly bruised, but so far 
no laceration has been detected. 

The wounds, however, are declared ex- 
tremely dangerous, possibly necessarily 
fatal by the surgeons. The lad’s instant 
death by the force of the blow and the 
size of the metal whica entered his stom- 
ach is considered rather wonderful by the 
attending surgeons.

Columbus, Ga., December 25.—(Special.) 
A fiurry has been created among the 
druggists of Columbus by the fact that 
the atate of Georgia has called upon them 
to pay a tax of $20 for doing the busi- 
ness of retai! and wholesale liquor deal- 
ers. 

County Tax Collector Andrews, acting 
under instructions from Atlanta, has nvu- 
tified the druggists that he has been 
directed by the comptroller genera] to 
collect this tax. If pressed to pay this 
tax, the druggists will resist it on the. 
ground that it is unjust. They will prob- 
ably act together in the matter. 

The demand for this tax seems to be 
based on the fact that the druggists pay 
a revenue license to the government for 
the sale of alcohol used in the preparation 
of medicines. This tax is $25. The drug- 
gists pay it to the government because 
they have to have it. One of the leading 
druggists told your correspondent today 
that he doubted if he sold enough alco- 
hol during the year to make $25 profit. 
The druggists consider a tax of $200 out of 
all reason. It is chaimed by them that 
if alcohol should be knocked out it would 
affect only one or two soda fount prepara- 
tions.

for His. Deed 


Gave No Intimation of His Intention 
to Friends Who Were with Him 
Just Before It Occurred. 
Coroner Held an 
Inquest. 


Ben Neal Thornton, son of E. H. Thorn- 
ton, president of the Neal Loan and 
Banking Company, and one of Atlanta's 
best known and most popular young men, 
killed bimeself Jast nignt in a room: at 
the Scotia apartment house, by firing 
a pistol ball into his right temple. 

There was no witness of the tragedy: 
there was no staten ent ieft hy the young 
man, nor any ‘intimation given of any 
o4use or reascn for taking his own life. 

He was a victim of lung affection, and 
had once or twice been west in 
the hope that the change of cli- 
mate would improve him. This, 
however, did mot seem to have tiie 
desired effect, and the belief that he had 
but little longer to live had long weighed 
heavily upon Mim. 

While his act was, for this reason, to 
some of those who have known him most 
intimately, not a great surprise, it came 
unexpectedly and without the slightest in- 
timation to any one as to his intention. 
Several who heard last night of his tragic 
and sudden death remarked upon hav- 
ing seen him during the day, and sgid 
that he seemed in unusually good spir- 
its. 

The news of his death spread rapidly 
ami there were many inquiries about him.. 
A physician was summoned, but Mr. 
Thornton was dead when he arrived. 

Coroner Stamps was notified and held 
an inquest in room 32, at the Scotia, wher-~ 
the body was found. The only witnesses 
were William T. Newman, Jr., who was 
in the adjoining rcom when the fatal shot 
was fired, and Dr. W. 8S. Elkin, who was 
summoned by Mr. Newman as soon 4s 
he learned what had occurred. The coro- 
ner’s jury returned a verdict of death 
from a pistol shot wound inflicted by his 
own hand, or suicide. 

Gave No Intimation. | 

Mr. Thornton and Mr. Newman had 
been together during the afternoon and 
had decided to.go to the theater last 
night. Accordingly they took supper 
at the Aragon cafe, and as it was too 
early to go to the theater when they fin- 
ished the meal, Mr. Thornton suggested 
that they go to the rooms of the Keely 
boys, his cousins. 

These are rooms 3) and 32, in the Scotia, 
where on their arrival they found no one 
in. They sat down in room 30 and chat- 
ted pleasantly, particularly with refer- 
ence to their experiences at Tate Spring 
last summer. 

It was about & o’clock that Mr. Thorn- 
ton arose from his chair and went into 
the next room. Mr. Newman was read- 
ing at the time and thought nothi of 
Mr. Thornton’s leaving for a mo nt. 
Mr. Thornton had said not a word of his 
intention and nothing was further from 
the mind of his companion than what 
was about to occur. 

In a few minutes Mr. Newman heard 4 
pistol shot and rushing into the room 
and lighting the gas he found Mr. Thorn- 
ton sitting on the edge of the bed, the 
upper part of his body having fallen 
across the back of a chair and the pis- 
tol lying on the floor. 

Mr. Newman tried to arouse him, but 
failing to do so went across to the Ara- 
gon and telephoned for Dr. Elkin. When 
he returned Mr. Thornton was dead. 

Members of the family were summon- 
ed, as was also Coroner Stamps, and af- 
ter the inquest the body was taken in 
charge by Undertaker H. M. Patterson. 
The arrangements for the funeral have 
not yet been announced. 

Mr. Newman’s Statement. 

William T. Newman, Jr., son of Judge 
Ww. T. Newman, United States judge for 
the northern «district of Georgia, was 
with young Thornton for an hour or more 
prior to the time the young man took his 
life. They had an engagement to attend 
the theater, and decided to take supper 
together at the Aragon. 

“We had supper in the cafe together,” 
said Mr. Newman, who was grief-stricken 
over the death of his friend, but who was 
perfectly calm while telling his story. 
“After the meal we walked up and down 
the street to pass the time, as it was then 
some time before the performance at the 
theater would commence. 

“Mr. Thornton suggested that we go to 
the rooms of Robert and Arthur Keely, 
his cousins, to wait for the performance 
to begin. The Messrs. Keely have rooms 
in the Scotin, and we had noticed a light 
in their room. We went over, but did not 
find the young men at home. 

‘We sat down, however, and talked at 
some length of our experiences at Tate 
Spring last summer, where I became well 
acquainted with Mr. Thornton. There 
was nothing in his conversation to give 
me an inkling that he intended taking his 
own life. 

“after talking for some minutes, Mr. 
Thornton walked into the next room, 
having previously removed his coat and 
top coat. I took a book from the table 
and vegan reading, Several moments 
later 1 heard ti® sound of a pistol shot. 
I went hurriedly into the next room and 
lighted the gas. I found Thornton sitting 
on the edge of the bed with his body 
bending forward over the back of a chair. 
The pistol was on the floor near by and 
the blood was # from the wound 
in his rignt temple. 

“]T shook him and spoke to him, but he 
did not answer. I ran across to the 
Aragon, thinking I might find Dr. Biz- 
zeli there. I telephoned his father ot 
the occurrence and then returned to the 
room. Mr. Thornton was already dead. 
“A few minutes later young Richard 
Thornton came into the room and stated 
that he had been expecting the occur- 
rence for some time. 
“TJ can assign no reason for the act, as 
Mr. Thornton was not despondent w 
talking with me and gave me no 
of what he was about to do,” 
Mr. Newman remained at the rooms 
where Mr. Thornton took his own lffe, 
giving every assistance possible to the 
family and those who were summoned to 
attend the body. He was very much af. 
fected by the death of his friend,

Fort Valley, Ga., December 2%.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Tuesday afternoon about dusk, a 
waite man named Doc Barfield was 
knocked in the head with a bed slat by a 
negro man and as a result from his in- 
juries, died yesterday morning about ¢4 
o’ clock.

A cold wave, which preyaliled yesterday 
and last night in the northwest, is ex- 
pected to be very much in evidence today 
and tonight in Atlanta and vicinitv.’ 

The advance guard of the cold wave 
struck the city yesterday afternoon and 
during the night the thermometer mer- 
eury exhibited a'rapid downward ten- 
dency. At 7 o’clock last night freezing 
weather had been recorded and Local 
Weather Forecaster J. B. Marbury pre- 
dicted that by this morning a temperature 
of 25 degrees or lower will prevail. It 
is anticipated that the cold will grow 
more intense during the day and that 


by tonight Atlanta will be experiencing , 
the coldest weather of the present winter 


so far. 

At 7 o'clock Jast night the thermometer 
registered 32, freezing point, this figure 
representing weather 14 degrees colder 
than on the night previous. The weather 
began to change perceptibly yesterday 
and late in the afternoon the cold 1s- 
sumed a biting, chilling nature that 
brought overcoats, cloaks, and otber 
warmth promoters into demand. A high 
northwest wind manifested itself forcibly 
throughout the day and this added to 
the chilliness of the atmosphere. Fore- 
caster Marbury predicts fair weather for 
today. 

Intense Cold in Northwest. 

The cold wave is caused by a very high 
barometer over the.northwest, and which 
is bearing down in this direction. The 
center of the high wil! pass to the north 
of Atlanta, and for this reason its full 
effects will not .be felt in this section. 

The northwest was in the icy grasp of 
the cold wave vesterday and ‘last night. 
and in some sections the mercury traveled 
considerably below the zero mark. “A 
temperature of 18 degrees below zero pre- 
vailed at Huron, South Dakota. 

Atlanta enjoyed an ideal Christmas 
yesterday, as to weather conditions. A 
combination of bright sunshine from a 
clougless sky and crisp, bracing air ren- 
dered the day perfectly delightful. Hun- 
dreds of people were on the streets dur- 
ing the day and many enjoyed an ex- 
hilarating drive.

Christmas Liquor Caused the Death 
of Both of Them. 

Augusta, Ga., December 25.—(Special.)—

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Senator Daniel’s Amendment. 

During the pendeney of the meas- 
mre for the compensation of the coal 
strike arbitration commissioners, Sen- 
ator Daniel, of Virginia, offered the fol- 
lowing amendment: 

It is hereby further provided that no 
officer or employee of the United States 
and no senator or member of the house 
of representatives shall be assignable 
to service in any commission or office 
or shall have any duties imposed upon 
him other than those imposed by law. 

At the request of Senator Hoar, of 
Massachusetts, the senator from Vir- 
ginia withdrew his amendment, but 
with the assurance that a bill was be 
ing prepared for early introduction in 
the senate, and that it would more 
adequately meet the same end. It is 
understood that a strong sentiment in 
both Dranches of congress is deter- 
mined to enact such a law. 

The propriety and justice of the pro- 
posed legislation is too self-evident 
to require discussion, and the wonder 
is that our system of government, pre- 
sumably organized to safeguard the 
people from official and legislative 
abuses, should for a century and a 
quarter have left such a breach in 
the adamant wal! of constitutional lib- 
erty. 

We hear much of the impartiality of 
the bench, and it is an unwritten prov- 
erb of jurisprudence that the judge, 
like Caesar’s wife, shall be above sus- 
picion. The scrupulosity of the gown 
in this regard has at times been truly 
edifying, if not over nice. But no one 
will gainsay the necessity and wisdom 
of such a course. What is the differ- 
ence, then, in a senator of the United 
States sitting upon a commission 
whose decision involves some moment- 
ous national question, and later, in 
his senatorial capacity, voting upon 
the ratification of that decision or 
award? The appointment of such a 
public officer to such a dual official 
function may not warp his subse- 
quent vote and influence in support of 
the policy of the appointive power, 
but in human nature, as it is most 
frequently exhibited in office, the man 
The 
object of prudent government is to put 
him in a position where this sort of 
an indirect bribe is impossible. 

Technically, service on a commis- 


_- sion, salaried committee or board of 
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arbitration may not constitute a pres- 
idential appointment to office, and the 
legality, therefore, of such dual office- 
holding by members of congress or 
some other branch of the government, 
may not be o,en to question, but in 
the estimatior of all citizens who labor 
for good government, so largely de- 
pendent on official purity, the prac- 
tice is morally wrong and utterly inde- 
fensible on any hypothesis. There are 
circumstances that might easily make 
éuch an appointment scandalous. 

Congress should pass the contem- 
plated bill.

Postmaster Blodgett deserves the 
heartiest congratulations and thanks 
of the Atlanta public for the phenome- 
nally excellent manner in which he 
served the Christmas season.

Finland’s Added Misery. 

As if Finland’s cup of bitterness 
were not full ‘enough after Russia di- 
vested her of the last vestige of con- 
stitutional or traditional liberty, a few 
months since, reports come of a wide- 
spread famine in Russia’s historic 
archduchy. The failure of their crops 
has left the Finnish peasants to face 
the grim wolf of hunger this winter. 
The present distress is said to be 
heartrending, several hundred thou- 
sand people being reported absolutely 
destitute. 

More than thirty years ago Finland 
had a famine that appealed to the 
charity of the world, in which fully 
100,000 persons are alleged to have 
perished. The population of entire 
villages was wiped out, and decent 
burial was not accorded the dead. The 
country -is much more populous now 
than then, and a general famine 
would be harder to cope with, The 
Fins number upwards of two million. 

Russia, which never does adequate 
charity in emergencies of the kind, has 
inaugurated a system of relief, but 
there is reason to fear that the polit- 
ical prejudice against Finland will 
make the government lukewarm in its 
humane agency. The blood of the 
Slav has a good deal of the Tartar in 
it. The St. Petersburg correspondent 
of The London Times says many of 
the peasants have sold their entire 
possessions to buy provisions and are 
now reduced to the extremity of using 
the inner bark of certain trees for 
food, It is stated that the total crop 
failure was caused by early frosts fol- 


lowing a cold, unseasonable summer, | 
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National Pure Food Law. - 

At last the lower house of congress 
has passed a bill intended to correct 
the abuses of adulterated and deceit- 
fully labeled food products in trade. 
While the act as passed may not meet 
the full«demands of the interests so 
long clamoring for national legislation 
of this nature, it is‘a broad stepping 
stone to more perfect pure food regula- 
tion, and as such will be appreciatively 
received. Prohibiting as it does ship- 
ping from one state to another prod- 
ucts that come under the ban of the 
law, the traffic in such undesirable 
products is certain to be very mate 
rially checked. There is no denying 
that the consumer has long been 
shamefully imposed upon—an imposi- 
tion that is possible in few of the 
European markets. 

The fight for pure food and drug 
legislation by congress has been 
waged for years, and hitherto such 
successes as have been achieved have 
been gained piecemeal. Many of the 
states of the union have enacted salu- 
tary pure food laws, but their lack of 
uniformity has left many loopholes for 
the continuance of the discreditable 
trade throughout the country as a 
whole. States attempting to insure 
pure foods to their citizens have had 
to contend with the bad products of 
other states, and the evil was scarcely 
minimized in consequence. 

A national law of general applica- 
tion will be welcomed by pure food re- 
formers everywhere, and particularly 
by those states that have struggled 
against the disadvantage of interstate 
trade license.

ble for the snub-nosed, preposterously 
uncomely steamship, veiled in its own 
black smoke, heading out toward a horl- 
zon filled with swift moving, ungainly, 
Brobdignagian shapes which the unro- 
mantic might call clouds. 

Breasting the shores in baby ripples, 
you think little of the material 

this sea can bring to the vessels that fare 
thereon, because, as has been suggested, 
the first emotions it produces are meta- 
physical ones. You might at the first 
moment be less surprised to see yonder 
vessel disappear into the maw of some 
great, shapeless, intangible leviathan of 
the imagination than to be pounded by 
the winds and waves of a sudden gale 
until her back was broken. In place of 
the boom of the Atlantic or the moan it 
makes at the turn of the tide, you get a 
sort of a hiss on the lake shore, a hiss 
that sometimes rises with a snarl or a 
screeching wail. Of course, the western 
environment does not help.the eastern- 
er’s state of mind to any great extent, 
and, as a consequence, ‘he discovers the 
life saving station with a feeling of joy- 
ful recognition. Nor do the life savers 
differ in any respect from those of the 
coast, save that perhaps they are young- 
er, not so angular and raw-boned—more 
full-blooded—lusty, curly-haired young 
fishermen, with hearts as brave and fear- 
less and spirit as superb as are to be 
found in any station in the world. All 
the appliances used in the coast station 
are here, and it is an exception, even 1n 
the summer months, when some one, if 
not all, of them, is not put into practical 
use for the salvation of life and property. 
Sometimes when storms sweep the lake 
in all their fury the waves break com- 
pletely over that portion of Jones Iisiand 
upon which is the life saving station, and 
then the men have to worry about sav- 
ing themselves; but that is another story, 
and it does not occur very often, any- 
way. 

In a storm on the lake the surf breaks 


(on the beach like a storm of hail, not 6 


feet separating the breakers, and conse- 
quently it is more difficult to launch a 
life boat from the beach than it is on 
the ocean, where the surf, is heavier, 
is longer, giving a boat more of a 
chance to find itself after a smashing 
wave gives the savers a chance to hustle 
it into the water on the backflow. They 
find it much better at the Milwaukee 
station to lower their surf boat down 
the back way under the lee of the island 
into the Milwaukee river, where a tug is 
ever ready to draw it down the ship canai 
leading from the lake to the river, and 
thus out beyond the breakers. This ship 
eanal, by the way, is nothing more than 
two huge breakwaters extending in par- 
allel lines about 30 feet apart far out 
Into the lake, through which all vessels 
bound for Milwaukee enter. Then they 
Steam right up through the center of 
the city, while draw bridges open and 
traffic awaits, with all the patience of 
long suffering. But this, also,-is another 
story. . 

You will find the life savers playing 
cards, and if the signs are threatening 
you must look for Captain Olsen up in 
the observatory platform, along with the 
lookout. Captain Olsen was a Norwe- 
gian once, and before coming to the 
lakes he sailed every quarter of the seven 
seas; but he has none the less respect 
for Lake Michigan prowess in time of 
storm for that. A gale on this lake, 
smiling so pleasantily, so sweetly, will 
spring up in the time it takes to snap 
your fingers, and in a few minutes the 
smile has given way to the contortions 
of anger; and the baby wavelets to snarl- 
ing, rippling cross seas. And then, just 
as quickly, the anger will vanish, the 
sun will appear and the lake will smile 
again—this time over the harm that it 
has wrought. The smile of the great 
lakes is as deceitful as even the smile 
of Judas was. And so windjammers on 
the lakes are ever ready to get their 
canvas, afd when necessity for such ac- 
tion arises the dirty ls disappear 
from the masts with such expedition as 
would make the salt water salior rub his 
eyes. In the vernacular of Captain Olsen, 
the fresh water jackies have their breth- 
ren of the salt spindrift ‘skinned to 
death in this rticular."’ 

“We are chiefly eoouseed in rescuing 
yachts and yachtsamen here,’’ said Cap- 
tain Olsen, striving to hide the con- 
tempt which he felt for the question as 
to whether they ever ud «any bad 
wrecks hereabouts;: ‘“‘but frequently we 
have to go out after bigger game than 
that. A steamship ashore, or leaking, or 
plunging about with broken steering 
gear, or a schooner going to pieces in the 
gale. Oh, yes, there is plenty for us to 
do here, but the yachta keep us more 
busy than anything elee. After they ven 
ture outside the breakwater there 
never any telling just what will happep 
to them. It takes a gale about a minute 
tu spring up here, then they get into 
trouble and we have to go out and bring 
them in. Yachting is indeed quite stren- 
uous up on the lakes. At one time we 
had thirteen vessels showing dfstres» 
signals off here. That was the day we 
all came near getting wiped out. I tg 
you heard about that—the storm of May 
i895." No, the easterner had not heard 
about it, but it is well remembered by 
the thousands who gathered along the 
Milwaukee bluffs that day in May and 
witnessed one of those tragedies which 
the lakes produce with such terrible

When seen at tae Kimball, he expressed 
the following opinion touching the consti- 
tutionality of the act: 

“J cannot understand,’ he said, “how 
there can be two opinions on that ques- 
tion. Tae constitation provides that the 
general assembly shal] meet on the fourta 
Wednesday in October of each year ‘until 
the day shall be changed by law.’ This 
clearly gives the general assembly the 
right to change its time of meeting. 

“J do not think the point made as to 
the extension of tne terms of office of the 
governor and state house officers perti- 
nent. The constitution provides that the 


governor shall ‘hold his office for two: 


years, and until his successor shall be 
chosen and qaulified.’ The same provis- 
ion’ applies to the state house officers. 
Tae constitution further provides that 
the general assembly shall sit annually 
not exceeding fifty days. Annually means 
once a year. ‘Year means calendar year.’ 
Code, vol. I, section 5. Under the new 
act the general assembly will meet but 
once each year, and the fact that the 
present general assembly will hold a s°s- 
sion in 194 before the next election is in 
no way violative of the constitution. If 
the framers of this instrument meant 
anything by tae words ‘until the day 
shall be changed by law,’ they meant 
that the general assembly should have 
the right to change the time of holding 
its annual sessions. Hence, I agree with 
the attorney general, who is one of the 
ablest lawyers in Georgia. I believe I go 
further than he goes. In my opinion the 
summer session act is not only not viola- 
tive of the letter of the constitution, and 
not only not violative of its gpirit, but is 
in full accord with its spirit, being as I 
take it, the very course on the part of 
general assembly anticipated by the 
framers of the constitution and for which 
tnaey were providing, when they incor- 
porated into it the language above quot- 
ed. 

“As to how the constitutionality of the 
act can be tested, I am free to say taat 
there is in my opinion no way to test it, 
until the question is raised touching the 
constitutionalty of some act that may be 
passed during next summer's session. 
I see it suggested that an attempt be 
made to enjoin the printing of the sum- 
mer session act or all of the acts of 1902. 
I do not know who made the suggestion, 
but it was evidently made without due 
forethougat. A bill becomes a law upon 
recelving the approval of the governor, 
or upon being passed by both houses over 
the governor’s veto. The mere printing 
is an incidental matter. It cannot make 
an unconstitutidnal Jaw constitutional, 
nor can the failyre to print an act legai- 
ly passed, prevent its operation.. The 
printed acts usually do not appear until 
March. In the meantime the laws passed

Has Work Ahead. 

The prison commission will be in seg. 
sion immediately after the holidays, when 
it will have considerable work in hand, 
On account of the illness of Chairman 
J. 8 Turner and his inability to be pres. 
ent, the commiasion did not take up the 
plans for the state farm for the coming 
year, as was intended several days ago. 

The commission has brought the sate 
farm up to a point where it is self-suys. 
taining and more, and it is expected from 
now on to make it a source of censider. 
able profit to the state. The cotton raiseg 
on the farm last year practically pata 
the expenses of operating it. The com, 
mission this year purchased an addition. 
al tract of land of about 400 acres, ang 
will have that to cultivate besides the 
farm as it stood last year. : 

One of the principal features in this con. 
nection will be the new plans with refer. 
ence to the boys. The commission deter. 
mined sometime ago to put the boys jp 
blue uniforms instead of the usual! prison 
stripes. A system of elementary English 
education has been arranged for them, 
and they occupy a part of the farm 
apart from the older convicts. A plot 
of ground will be set apart this spring 
which will be cultivated exclusively by 
the boys and they will be taught thor. 
oughly: the details of this work. General 
Clement A. Evans has had these Plans 
in view for a long time and the com- 
mission practically agreed upon them 
sometime ago, but they have not as yet 
been fully carried out. 

In addition to this the commission has 
a number of pardon cases to pass on 
and it will probably be continuously fp 
session for several weeks after January 1. 


Getting in the Taxes. 

Money has been pouring into the state 
treasury for several ‘weeks past. The 
county tax collectors are making their 
returns every day, and the state is gath. 
ering anywhere from $100.000 to $300.000 a 
week. Expenses were comparatively light 
during November and December, but 
there will be all sorts of a run on the 
treasury after the first of the year. 

The first thing in order will be paying 
interest on the state's bonded debt. The 
January interest amounts to about $16§.. 
000. and it requires some days to com: 
plete the payments on account of the 
coupon bonds. Payment of interest on 
registered bonds is easily made because 
of the fact that the treasurer has only 
to send out a check to the party in whose 
name the bonds are registered. 

In the next place Governor Terrell has 
announced that he intended to pay the 
school teachers of the state the balance 
Of $600.000 due them for laat year’s work 
immediately after the first of the year. 
The money is now in the treasury and he 
Bays there is no reason why the teachers 
should longer be kept waiting

Birmingham, Ala., December 25.—(Spe- 
cial.)\—The quietest Christmas eve and 
Christmas day ever experienced in Bir- 
mingham has just become a thing of the 
past.

Enormous Mass of Mail Dis- 
tributed in Atlanta 
Yesterday. 


THOUSANDS OF PACKAGES 
CARRIED TO CITY HOMES 


Practically No Mail Deposited Yes- 


terday Afternoon and the Calm 
After a Storm Was Hailed 
‘with Joy at Post- 
office. 


The climax to Atlanta's enormous 
Christmas mail business was reached yes- 
terday morning, when many. thousand 
packages, containing remembrances from 
every section of the country for Atlan- 
tans, were delivered by the force of car- 
riers. ; 

Only one delivery was made during the 
day, the carriers leaving the postoffice 
at 8:30 o’clock in the morning, but that 
trip well answered for a complete uay’s 
work. The volume of mail carried out 
of the office at that hour was simply un- 
precedented. 

An idea can be gained as to the enor- 
mity of yesterday’s mail from the fact 
that each carrier found several assist- 
ants necessary to assist in its handling. 
Some of the carriers, whose routes are 
in the more populous sections, were ac- 
companied by as many as seven and 
eight assistants. All of these parties, 
as they left the office, were loaded to the 
limit with big mail sacks, bulging out 
with all the mail they could accommo- 
date. 

Carriers Acted Santa Claus. 

The mail on some of the routes was so 
heavy that eight hours, a full day’s work 
for Uncle Sam's employees, was required 
to make the one delivery. The carriers 
acted admirably the role of Santa Claus, 
as they trudged over block after block 
with their great cargo of presents, mak- 
ing a halt at every residence to lighten 
their burden and carry Christmas cheer 
into the hearts within. When the last 
gift had been bestowed upon its recipient, 
the carriers returned to the office tired 
and in need of a rest, but happy in the 
knowledge that they “had been the. mes- 
sengers of 80 much happiness. For it was 
with an intense feeling of eagerness and 
expectancy that thousands of Atlantans 


yesterday morning awaited the arrival of 


their popular carriers. 

Postmaster E,. F. Blodgett announced 
last night that another heavy delivery 
will be made this morning, as a quantity 
of Christmas mail came into the office 
during the day yesterday after the car- 
riers had gone out on the morning deliv- 
ery. Colonel Blodgett states, however, 
that the Christmas rush will be at an 
end today and it is expected that the local 
majl business will have resumed its nor- 
mal condition by tonight.

Small Dog Knocked It Down and

The Grady hospital ambulance was sum- 
moned and the chil@é was taken to the 
hospital in an apparently dying condi- 
tion, so great had been the shock to her 
nervous system. 

At the hospital thé physician found 
they had @ serious case to contend with 
and they gave ovt little hope at first for 
the girl’s recovem. Last night, however, 
the child rallied and responded so well 
to treatment that it is now believed she 
may recover. 

The dog that caused the accident waB 
a pet and often played with the children. 
The child saw the dog coming but did 
not notice that the gun was standing so 
near. The gun in falling struck the nam- 
met against a stone and this caused the 
shell to explode. The shot went upward 
in a slanting direction which caused the 
wound to be much more severe. 

Other Casualties. 

The ambulance had several runs yes- 
terday, but the only serious accident was 
that which happened to the Mims child, 

A negro woman fell down an embank- 
ment at the corner of Edgewood avenue 
and Bell street and broke her leg. 

A small negro boy was shot with a pis- 
tol at No. 178 Orme street. The wound 
was not serious. 

Another small negro boy had a portion 
of his hand torn off by a toy cannon.

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‘Tne Climbers,’ as presented by Ame- 
lia Bingham’s Company at the Grand 
yesterday afternoon and evening abounds 
in strong scenes and good acting. The 
company is a good one, every one of the 
jeading parte being well cared for and it 
is doubtful if Clyde Fitch himself would 
expect any more to be done with, it than 
Miss Bingham’s company does, 

The play is a story of latter day life 
and there is very little effort to gloss 
over the weak sides of the characters. 
Tae frankness of the play is evidently 
meant to be a prominent feature and in 
contrast with the usual “‘it’s-going-to- 
end-all-right” air of the ordinary drama 
has a pleasing effect. However, at times 
the reaiism is almost brutal and the au- 
dience is given the right to suspect that 
the author is endeavoring to portray the 
universal depravity of human nature. Tae 
lack of climax at the end of the piay 
gives an element of uncertainty that is in 
a manner pleasing, but it also gives room 
for suspicion that the author had worked 
his characters into such a mess that he 
did not know aow to work them out and 
so left this pleasant task to those who 
may witness the play. 

This much tin criticism of the. play 
itself. As to the acting there is no criti- 
cism to make except to praise. John E. 
Kellerd, as Richard Sterling, the default- 
ing stock broker, the neglectful husband, 
and above all taings the coward, is great. 
With no semblance to the hissing villain, 
he easily merits the contempt of the en- 
tire house and in the repentant scenes 
he shows his despair and his innate weak- 
ness to the last with no over ranting. 

William H. Pascoe, as Edward Warden, 
performed tae difficult feat of portraying 
a very strong man in the first part of the 
play and a very weak one towards the 
last without any apparent change in his 
nature. Fred Peters, as Johnny Trotter, 
carried out his part well and his humor- 
ous acting was a well-timed relief during 
some of the strong scenes, 

Marguerite St. John, as Mrs. Hunter, 
the society-crazed mamma, made quite a 
nit, while Lilla Vane, as Miss Godesby, 
was unusually good. Maud Gordon, 
Maria Rawson and Marion Berg, as Mrs. 
Sterling, Jessica Hunter and Clara Hun- 
ter, would pass for sisters anywhere, 
while the former as the wife of the de- 
faulter and the latter as the heartless 
youngest sister did good acting in every 
line. 

All in all, “The Climbers” was excel- 
lently presented and every member of the

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vannah, is being shown every courtesy 
and attention by the Catholic clergy and 
laity of the city. To Mgr. Rooker, his 
secretary, who accompanies him, are also 
accorded the courtesies that are extended 
to his chief. 

Since his arrival yesterday morning, 
when he was met at the station try Bishop 
Kelley and many of the clergy and laity, 
Mer. Falconio has been husy responding 
to the demands made upon his time by the

Probably no cavwse has contributed to a 
greater degree to their revutation. unless 
dt be the excellence of the oysters, than 
the method devised by Superintendent 
Clement Saussy, of the Tybee raflroad, 
for cooking the bivalves. All who have 
been the beneficiaries of this method de- 
clare that the oysters retain their flavor 
and are far more Juscious when so pre- 
pared, and, once eaten after this prepara- 
tion. one does not want oysters roasted 
in the ordinary vrocess. 

Superintendent Saussy’s method 1s sim- 
ple. It consists in dumping about ‘half a 
bushel of the ovsters, in their shells, into 
a tin can especialy constructed for the 
purpose. This can is perforated to. per- 
mit the escape of steam, which is turned 
into it from a connection made with one 
of the cylinders of a locomotive, which 
is run to the point at which it is desired 
ee on ae After a few minutes’ 
. S steaming process, the 
oysters are cooked. The unique method 
which is at the same time rather grand, 
including, as it does, a locomotive as an 
essential, will doubtless interest the arch- 
bishop, as it walways does one who wit- 
nesses it for the first time.

He 
has not yet had them examined and does 
not know how valuable his discovery will 
prove to be, but as some of the pearls 
are very clear and pretty it is doubtless 
a rich find.

Doubled. 

Ala., December 25.—(Spe- 
cial.)—The city has been visited of late 
by such an epidemic of burglary and high- 
way robbery that the police commission 
has become greatly embarrassed, and has 
decided to ask the board of aldermen 
for fifty-three more policemen, or enough

to bring the total police force up to 100 
men. The commission's argument is that 
Birmingham has only one patrolman to 
every 2,000 or 2,500 of population, which 
is entirely out of proportion to the ratio 
in other cities. They also claim that Bir- 
mingham’s ratio should be higher than 
the average, as a worse class of criminals 
has to be dealt with here than in other 
cities. It is contended that New York 
has a patrolman’ for every 00 people; 
Chicago has one for every 300 people, and 
Buffalo one for every 700 people. | The 
average in the average city to eacn pa- 
trolman is one to every 1,000 people, and 
on this basis Birmingham should have 
100 patrolmen, as the late city directory 
estimates that there are between 97% 000 
and 110,000 people within the police juris- 
diction. It is further urged that the po- 
lice department is the only one that 
brings in any revenue to the city over 
and above its running expenses, the fines 
and the amount of stolen property re- 
covered running many thousand dollars 
above the expenses ut the department, 
In geveral sections of the city one pa- 
trolman is patrolling beats containing over 
ten square ‘blocks.

Leander’s Motor: Fails To Do 
Proper Stunts, 


In the Mile Unpaced Sprint Race 
Walthour Wins the First Two 
Heats with Ease and Grace. 
Time 2:08 4-5, 2:09 1-5 
Respectively. 


If patience is a virtue then Atlantans 
are a virtuous people—at least so it may 
be said of the five thousand who gathered 
in the Coliseum yesterday afternoon to 
witness the great race between Walthour 
and Leander. 

Yea, verily, five thousand Jobs were 
present, and they were sore—On the race 
—but they were witnout their comforters, 
and wonderful to relate they needed no 
comforters, for, ye gods! was ever such 
patience shown since Man was man and 
woman was woman? 

The motor-paced race, the race between 
the six-day champion and the pace fol- 
lowing champion, the race toward which 
so many had looked forward as a large 
part of tae Christmas joy, failed to run. 
The reasoh why will be stated later. 

There was one great redeeming feature, 
however, to the otherwise miserable af- 
ternoon at the Coliseum—the 1-mile un- 
paced sprint race, and of which the win- 
ner was to take the best two out of three 
heats. It is stated merely as a matter 
of form taat Walthour was the winner, 
for the way he took those 2 miles away 
from the Chicago boy, the boy who is 
supposed to be a sprinter of no mean 
ability, at the rate of 2:08 4-5 and 2:09 1-5, 
respectively, only made the conviction all 
the stronger in the minds of Atlanta peo- 
ple taat Bobby Walthour is in a class al] 
by himself, 

It was a great race, and was taoroughly 
enjoyed by the crowd, and it tended in 
a measure to take the bad taste out of 
the mouths of the members of the audi- 
ence cdused by the deep disappointment 
at the failure of Leander’s motor to do 
the proper stunt. Bobby won the first two 
heats, and he won them easily. 

A Hard Luck Story. 

But back to the taeme of the story, and 
the feature of the afternoon at the park: 

Five thousand persons had left cosy, 
warm homes. after eating with little less 
léisure than usual; their Christmas tur- 
key, cranberry sauce, rich fruit cake and 
pies galore, and had hurried to tae Colis- 
eum with high hopes and eager expect- 
ancy. 

There was enough doubt about the out- 
comeof the race to put a keen edge oifths 
eagerness of the crowd to see who would 
really come out ahead in the best two of 
the three neats. Leander’s recent victory 
in New York had to a large measure 
strengthened his chances in the minds of 
the populace. Walthour’s recent injury 
to his collar bone had had a tendency to 
make sOme persons think taat probably 
there was a chance of the champion 
meeting defeat at the hands of Leander. 

And so the erowd, with interest keyed 
up to the highest tension, was enabled to 
forget that the atmospaere was exceed- 
ingly chilly, and all throughout the build- 
ing there was heard the pleasant murmur 
of voices in happy conversation. As usual 
while the amateur performance was go- 
ing on, and each of the young riders was 
tainking himself a héro in the eyes of the 
immense crowd, the bantering conversa- 
tion in the audience could be heard, and 
surmises were being made as to the out- 
come of the big race. 

The last heat of the preliminary has 
been run, and the sputtering, puffing mo- 
tors are on the track. Delightful conver- 
sation is broken off instantly and fiv2 
thousand eyes are turned toward pace- 
makers. In a moment. Leander comes 
over into the arena and is greeted wita 
a round of ringing applause. A few sec- 
onds later Bobby appears upon the scene 
and the crowd goes wild at ine very 
sight of him. 

The riders. have caught their motors 
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and are now whirling like the wind. As 
they flit by each other on opposite sides 
of the track an even start is called and 
Jack Prince fires the pistol. 

The race is on. Nine times they go cut- 
ting round the track at lightninglike 
speed, the crowd is beginning to cheer 
Nke mad, for Bobby Walthour is gainirg 
on his adversary—when suddenly Bobby 
Thomson's hand goes into the air with 
a motion to the referee to call time.
